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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

A new title is required that is clearly indicative of the invention to which the claims 
are directed. The application has been amended as follows: 

■ Title; replace "Reception Apparatus" with "Reception Apparatus for Estimating 

the State of a Transmission Channel Using a Known Signal". 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Paul Sacher on 09/14/2004. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-13 allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest determining reliabilities of a 
plurality of transmission channel responses calculated using reception signals received 
at different time periods and deciding on a weight synthesis method, and a transmission 
channel response synthesis section applied with the plurality of transmission channel 
responses calculated using the reception signals received at different time periods, 
weight-synthesizing said plurality of transmission channel responses based on said 
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weight synthesis method decided by said decision section, and obtaining a synthesized 
transmission channel response. 

As illustrated in Figure 1, Sato et al (US Patent 6,219,334) discloses an OFDM 
receiver comprising a channel frequency response calculator 7 coupled to a symbol 
transmitted reference generator 6, and RF receiver 2 by way of FFT 5. Distortion 
compensator 9 by way of a filter 8 receives the output of channel frequency response 
calculator 7.
